That is bene 
ficial in making the sale. Every 
body mentions the same benefits 
and by the time half a dozen arti 
cles have been shown, the pros 
pect is convinced. He does not 
bring up the old bugaboo, “I want 
to ask someone who has used it.” 
He has no need to ask, because he 
has already been told by people 
who know the facts, through the 
pages of a reputable magazine 
that goes through the mail and 
cannot afford to misrepresent the 
facts. There isn’t much left to do 
in closing the sale—-just agree on 
a purchase plan that is mutually 
satisfactory and set up a date to 
make the conversion. If the pros 
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pect is the kind of man who can 
buy something without first ask 
ing his wife, the sale is made 
Does it work? Mr. Stewart tells 
us that he made sales to six out

sell anything. He is merely relat 
ing facts, and those fact are 
accepted. 

Magazine articles have a far 
wider application in sales work 
than just selling carburetors, as 
is evidenced by the work of F. W. 
Commins. Woody Commins is head 
of the industrial sales department 
of Calor Gas Co., San Francisco 
Woody and his small staff help the 
company’s dealers in the West and 
Northwest to develop industrial 
commercial and fleet accounts 
and to handle big projects like 
tract housing installations.

We use various advertising media to inform the public about LPO carburetion and 
attract inquiries. In response we mai] out literature with an accompanying letter 
which states that a field representative will call ina few days, He will tmve 
one of our carburetion systems on his car which the prospect may inspect and drive. 
He will also answer any questions regarding the carburetor or the fuel, 


When the sales call is made, our representative gives only a brief summary of 

the benefits which the prospect will derive from the conversion, Then he shows 
the prospect what other users have reported through the pages of your magazine. 
The selected articles are conveniently arranged and clearly marked to emphasize 
the points that the representative has already stated. If the prospect has any 
questions they are answered, not by the salesman but by showing the answer in 

one of your articles. Over the past months all those questions have been covered. 
The prospect does not have to take anything on faith. He sees it in black and 
white, from a disinterested party who has nothing to sell. 


When I first tried this method personally, after months of selling by the customary 

verbal and demonstration methods, I could not believe that my first results could 

be maintained in day-to-day experience. Six of my first seven prospects signed 

waders. As a check-up I trained a new field representative to use this same method. 
bh group an ru cal He had never before sold carburetion, so he did not do quite so well. He oly sold 
four systems to his first five prospects. We have now equipped all of our company 
representatives to use this method. It is a bit of a strain to keep some men

librarians, some of their methods 
may be very profitably added to 
the duties of some person in the 
organization. This may be a high 
ly competent secretary, an assis 
tant manager, or even the man 
ager himself. 

The designated person = goes 
through each magazine as it ar 
rives, studying the titles and the 
opening paragraphs to see which 
articles might be of importance to 
the manager of any of the depart- 
ment heads. These may be noted 
on separate sheets of paper for 
the individuals to whom they are 
referred. If the subject is one that 
the company has under continu 
ous or periodical study, the refer 
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be listed on the card. Articles on 
tank sizing, more efficient routing 
and scheduling, metered service 
or budget billing will all need to 
be considered. Over a few month 
such a listing of articles will 
build up an invaluable collection 
of experience reports which will 
point out the good procedures and 
may also indicate the practices to 
be avoided. If each entry on the 
subject card includes a paragraph 
ummary of the important points 
of each article, the usefulness of 
this record will be increased 

As indicated above, in small 
companies the manager may serve 
as his own librarian. If he is alert 
to the value of the experience of 
other companies, he can build up 


a fund of valuable ideas and keep 
the record available for reference 
at any time, with almost no addi 
tional time beyond that required 
to read the articles. 

The simplest procedure is to 


keep a pencil and scratchpad 
handy while reading. He can then 
make brief notes which outline 
the high points of each article. At 
the head of each of these note 
sheets he should write the general 
subject covered by the article, 
name of the magazine and month 
of issue, and the page on which 
the article appears. He may wish 
to add the title and the name of 
the author. These notes are sim 
ply dropped into file folders with 
such as 


the general subjects, 


“accounting,” “billing methods,” 
“credits and collections,” ete., on 
the index tabs. These folders 
hould be kept in a convenient 
place in his office or study. When 
he wants to study a_ particular 
ubject, he can locate the recently 
published material without loss of 
time. That is, if he can locate the 
back copies of the various maga 
zines. This again emphasizes the 
importance of retaining a com 
plete file of the 


which he depends for his business 


magazines on 


information. 

It frequently happens that he 
finds pertinent material in maga 
zines that he does not want to 
keep, or in bulletins from various 
sources. These may be clipped and 
added to the material in the file 
This kind of attention to business 
information is not a waste of 
time. Over the years a great deal 
of time will be saved, and valu 
able information will be available 
on a moment’s notice. 

Information having to do with 
the engineering phases of the op 
eration may be accumulated in a 
separate file if the company hes 
an active engineering department 
If the company does not have a 
staff engineer, this information 
belongs in the manager’s file 

Training of employees is an im- 
portant function in every com- 
pany. This includes education in 
safety, installation and servicing 
of appliances, equipment, systems,

Despite the drop in automobile 
production, demand for synthetic 
rubber expanded, and new buta- 
diene and styrene plants are being 
built and existing units expanded. 
Since butadiene is a promising 
chemical intermediate it is ex- 
pected that a large volume will be 
used in other than the manufac- 
ture of synthetic rubber. 

Large volumes of L. P. gas were 
used in the production of phenols, 
acetones, glycols, amines, deter- 
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gents, additives, alcohols and 
many other oxygenated hydrocar- 
bons. The production of nitropar- 
atfins and their derivatives con- 
tinued to increase. 

This category now includes gas 
and liquid streams containing 
methane and ethane plus L. P 
gas.

ing 1955. That is the official report 
of the National Fire Protection As 
sociation and not just an empty 
claim. The Association’s “Esti 
mated U. 8. Building Fire Losses 
By Causes, 1955” also shows that 
oil-fired equipment caused three 
times as many fires as did gas. 
There were approximately 4% 
million electric connections at the 
end of 1955 and 36.5 million L. P 
and utility gas customers. Dividing 
these figures by the number of fires 
attributed to each source of ener 
yy, we find that there was only one 
fire for every 2212 vas connections 
but there was one fire for every 480 
electric connections during 1955. In 
other words, gas is 4.4 times safe 
than electricity. 
Although no comparable figure 
eyarding the number of oil instal 


lations for heating and cooking 
ure available, calculations made by 
BPN based on the 1954 fire figures 
showed gas 18 times safer than 
fuel oil. Since the number of oil 
fires increased much more than ga 
fires during 1955, and since there 
vere more gas than oil installation 
put in during the year, it is easy to 
estimate that gas has become much 
more than 18 times safer than oil 

Smoking and matches still top 
the NFPA’s list of 24 fire causes,

The second largest consumer of 
ethylene is ethylene oxide, which 
is the intermediate for the manu 
facture of ethylene glycol (anti 
freeze compound) which is in turn 
the key ingredient of dacron fiber. 
By a different conversion process 
ethylene oxide becomes acryloni 
trile, which is an intermediate for 
the production of fibers, special 
rubbers, electrical insulating ma- 
terials, and plastics. 

Another derivative of ethylene 
is polyethylene, from which we 
get squeeze bottles, ice box pack 
ages, and self-sealing wrapping 
films. Other end uses of ethylene 
include the production of acetate 
films and fibers, detergents and 
styrene, which may be converted 
into plastics and is also an ingre 
dient of one type of synthetic 
rubber. 

Propylene, the cracking still 
molecule corresponding to pro- 
pane, and which may be made di- 
rectly from propane, is likewise 
the source of a long list of direct 
products and intermediates. From 
propylene we get isopropyl alco 
hol, which is the undrinkable 
liquid now sold as rubbing alco 
hol. It is also a valuable inter 
mediate for the production of 
acetone, acetic acid, lucite, vn 
thetic glycerine, detergents, ethers, 
resins and waxes, synthetic phenol 
from which bakelite-like product 
can be made, and hundreds of 
other products. 

From the butylenes, which may 
be made from butane as well a 
being obtained from refineries, we 
get more phenolic products called 
“copolymers,” from which oil-re 
sistant rubber and inner tube 
are made, butadiene, which is the 
principal ingredient of tire tread 
rubber and the key ingredient of 
the water-mixed rubber’ bas 
paints, nylon, and hundreds of | 
well known chemicals.

Almost all of them could be 
made, if necessary, from hydrogen 
and carbon obtained from any 
other convenient source, such as 
coal tar, aleohol made from grain, 
or even sugar and starch. Selec 
tion of materials for synthetic 
chemistry is largely a matter of 
economics, based on the combined 
costs of raw materials and proc 
essing operations. The petroleum 
gases offer several economic ad 
vantages, including availability in 
tremendous volume and at rela 
tively low cost, portability through 
pipe lines at low cost, convenient 
molecular sizes for the starting

ent indications are that our petro 
chemical industry is just off to a 
good start in developing synthetic 
products for our comfort, welfare, 
and industrial development. The 
day will come when expanding 
chemical uses for butane and pro 
pane will make serious inroads 
into the supply of liquefiable pe 
troleum gases that is now avail 
able for the domestic and indus 
trial fuel market. The more abun 
dant life that we enjoy as the 
result of modern chemical devel 
opments will eventually result in 
less abundant fuel. We cannot 
avoid this issue, so our industry 
hould be prepared to face it *

everything 
else that concerns the day-to-day 
operation of the company. In 
preparing material for employee 
training we have followed the 
practice of writing it for the men 
who actually do these jobs. Since 
it is not too likely that each of 


plant operation, and 


the service and operating men 
will keep his own file of thess 
articles where they can be avail 
able on the job, so one person 
should be assigned the job of 
making up an indexed file or work 
book which includes all availabl 
magazine articles as well as man 
ufacturers’ service bulletins. This 
should be kept in the company 
office where it is readily available 
to all interested employees. If the 
company has branches, a similar 
file should be built up in each 
branch. All employees should be 
taught to use this material. 

If there is a training officer who 
is responsible for an educational! 
program in a number of branche 
he should assemble suitable mate- 
rial from all available sources in 
loose leaf binders, as recommend 
ed for the use of salesmen. He 
will probably have access to more 
magazines than come to most em- 
ployees, so his material should be 
wider in scope. He can carry these 
books on his trips to the branches 
thereby enabling him to supply 
immediate answers to many ques- 
tions that may not be covered in 
the file maintained at the branch. 
Without this 
available at the moment it may 


reference material 


be necessary for him to delay giv- 
ing the answers until a later date, 
when he will need to write a letter 
or make a phone call to transmit 
the information. And by that time 
the employee’s interest may have 
cooled off. 

In recommending a_ program 
such as has been outlined above, 
it seems to be just good sense to 
prepare future articles with these 
specific uses in mind. The mate- 
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rial should be planned, writte: 
and edited so the general scope of 
each article can be determined 
ulmost at a glance. And for arti 
cles that are expected to be used 
in selling, the salient points in 
the body of the article should be 
made to stand out so the pros 
pect’s eye will be naturally drawn 
to them. 

Effective with this 
material in the above categories 
will be prepared with those appli- 
cations in mind. Each of these 
articles will have, on the opening 
page, a summary which outlines 
the range of information given in 
the text. In addition, all

The outlook for construction of new homes in 1957 
is for little or no gain over 1956, and possibly som 
reductions. 

Private economists expect new housing starts to 
reach about 1.125 million units, compared with 1956’ 
estimated 1.1 million. Government housing experts are 
forecasting a drop to about 1 million units, and some 
builders seeking government actions to spur home 
building say the total this year could drop to 860,000 
units. 

Several factors are blamed for the soft condition 
of the home building industry. Tight money—caused 
both by roaring demands by industry for expansion 
funds, and government efforts to prevent monetary 
inflation—is generally conceded to be among the 
principal causes. The increasing prices of building 
materials and labor which are pushing the prices of 
new homes up, is also a factor. 

The U. S. Commerce Department says that dollar 
outlays for new home construction in 1957 will drop 
by a half-billion dollars to $14.7 billicn, despite the ris- 
ing cost and larger size of new homes. 

Other types of construction, however, will continue 
at stepped up rates. More new office buildings, schools, 
industrial plants large and small, warehouses and 


similar structures will be built in the new year 


Railroads asking 22% hike in freight rates 

Rail shipping costs are almost certain to rise early 
next year. The only question, shipping association 
officials fighting railroad rate boosts admit, is how 
much freight bills will rise. 

Major railroads are asking the Interstate Com 
merce Commission for a 22 per cent hike in freight 
rates—seven per cent right away, and 15 per cent 
more ‘as soon as possible.” The seven per cent request 
is being filed under ICC intermim procedures to cove 
some wage increases and higher costs while the rail 
roads and shippers fight about the rest 

The 22 per cent, if approved by the ICC, would 
apply to all but a handful of commodities such as 
coal, some farm products and lumber. L.P. gas tank 
car shipments would pay the higher rates, according 
to transportation experts 

If past timetables are followed, the ICC will make 
a decision on the seven per cent request early in 1957 
and be ready to decide on the additional 15 per cent 
before mid-year. These rate increases, if approved, 


will be on top of a 6 per cent increase granted in 1956

from selling appliances directly to consumers; to 
eliminate the competition of discount houses with 
retailers; and to adhere to restrictive practices in 


idvertising the selling prices of appliance 
As a result, the suit alleges, competition among 


retailers of appliances has been eliminated; competi 


tion from discount houses and distributors has been 
ippressed, and the prices of appliance ha been 
tabilized 

In effect, the iit warns retailers that enforcement 


of fair trade must be through the courts, and not be 
oncerted action.
